The diminiabtid n«e of boots is n nat- 


ter of concern to the tnannfaotnrers of 
them and to the producers of heavy 
leather and heavy calfskins 
Twenty 


years ago the calf boot industry was a 
leading one in New England. 


Whole towns were studded with fac- 


tories which produced calf boots exclu- 
sively. For a decade the sale has been 
tradnally falling off, and today it ia of 
hardly any importance.

A few mnnnfaotnrers of shoes include 


boots as a specialty, but the demand is 
too light to amount to in nob 
When 


calf boots were more in vogue, mrnu- 
factnrers consulted the partialities of 
the cowboys, to whom price was a sec- 
ondary consideration. 


The less were trequently corded with 


silk stitching 
The star <and orescent 


and other fanoifol ornamentations were 
inlaid on the logs of the hoots. The 
soles were inlaid with copper, zinc and 
brass nails The cowboys 110 longer pay 
$15 or $80 for a pair of boots 
They

they were net the only wearers of calf 
loots 
Tnoy were extensively worn. 


Mauy men prefer them today, though 
tho number is growing less

sive manufacturers of these now.

Section two mukbs it un- 
lawful for any person between the first 
day of October and the first day of 
June to catch or kill any river, lake or 
brook trout or land-locked salmon m 
any of the streams, rivers, lakes 01 
other waters within this State The 
same section provides that the close 
season as to lake trout bhall commence 
on the first of Januaiy and end on the 
first of May of ouch >ear, *hile unothei 
clause m the same section provides 
that the close season ahull commence 
on the f rst day of February of each 
year and end ou tho first day of June 
of each year It will be observed that 
catching or killing fish between the 
first of October and the first of June of 
each year in any of the watera in the 
State is unlawful, while the close season 
for lake trout is in one clause from 
January to May, and m another clause 
from February 1st to June 1st of each 
year. It would puzzle a Philadelphia 
lawyer to determine what the law 
means, but it will probably be explained 
m the Justice's Court if any person 
catch any flsh in " any of the streams.,

Full Text of tlie Act Approved March 


, 
10, 18»S. 


An Act to amend Section two of an 


Act entitled an Act to amend Sections 
t vo and four of an Act entitled •'An 
Act amendatory of and supplementary 
to an Act entitled 'an Act to provide for 
the preservation of fish in the waters of 
this State,' approved March 5,1877, and 
to repeal section nine of said Act," ap- 
proved March 19,1891, approved March 
10, 1893. 


Section 1. Section two of said Act ia 


hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 


Sec. two. It shall not be lawful for 


any person or persons between the 
Jrst day of October of each year and tbe 
first day of Juno of each year to catch 
or kill any river, lake or brook trout, 
or land-locked salmon in any of the 
streams, rivers, lakes, or other waters 
within the State; provided, tbat the 
'close season" as to lake trout in all 
the lakes cf this State shall commence 
)D the first day of January of each year 
and end ou the first day of May of each 
rear; and, provided further, that the 
olose season aa to the waters of the 
Humboldt river and its tributaries 
shall commence on the first day of 
November of each year and end on the 
drst day of June of each year. Any 
person violating the provisions of this 
ection shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in any sum not lessihan 
$20 nor more «han $100 or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail not exceeding 
one day for each $2 of fine, or by both 
•inch fine and imprisonment; provided, 
that the "close season" as to lake trout 
in all the lakes "of this State, shall com- 
mence on the first day of February of 
sach year p.nd end on tho first day of 
fune of each year. 


Sec. 2. Section four of said Act is 


hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 


Section four. It shall not be lawful 


for any railroad corporation, express

jrivate parties, to ship or transport for

lave in their possession for transporta- 
cion, any of the river or brook trout or 
land-locked salmon taken from the 
rivers, lakes or other waters of this 
State between the first day of October 
>f each year, and the first day of June 
of each year, nor to ship or transport 
or sale, or to receive for traneporta- 
ton, any lake trout taken from any 
1 ike or other waters of this State be- 
t .veen tbe first day of February and the 
drst day of June of each year, nor at 
aiy time to have in their possession 
•*ay illegally caught flah taken from 
t IB waters of this Slate. Any railway 
j^rporation, express company or other 
j jrumon carriers or private parties1 or 
tie mauaging agent of any railroad cor- 
(oration, express company or common 
irner violating the provisions of this 
ection shall be guilty of a misde- 
neauor, and upon conviction thereof, 
hall be fined in any sum not less than 
j20 nor more than $101), or by imprisoa- 
aeut in the county jail at the rate of 
jne day for each $.2 of fine, or by both 
•uch fine and imprisonment.
